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TO  BRITISH  MEDALLISTS. 

At  the  Bournemouth  Congress  the  Deputy  Master  of  the  Royal  Mint  made  a 
plea  “  that  artists  should  be  encouraged  to  undertake  medal  work  so  that  in  the 
^distant  future  when  another  new  coinage  is  required  there  would  be  some  medalists 
available.”  We  should  like  to  take  a  lead  in  this  encouragement  and  offer  the  cover 
of  our  Bulletin  for  this  purpose. 

Medals,  or  better  still,  half-tone  blocks  of  medals,  should  be  submitted  to  us 

for  illustration.  Our  only  stipulation  is  that  they  should  be  attractive,  on  a  subject 
/  t  # 
of  national  or  numismatic  interest,  and  that  their  sale  price  should  be  moderate. 

We  have  done  little  in  recent  years  to  advertise  modern  medals,  due  to  the 
Purchase  Tax  imposed  on  them.  Owing  to  the  national  importance  of  this  en- 
couragement  of  medallists  we  wonder  whether  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
could  be  persuaded  to  waive  this  tax  on  medals  (other  than  for  wearing).

BACTRIAN  AND  INDO-GREEK  COINAGE.

XX.  Zoilus  I  Dikaios. 

circa  155-140  b.c. 

It  seems  that  in  the  time  of  Menander,  and  a  little  later  than  Antimachus  II, 
Gandhara  was  ruled  by  another  obscure  king,  Zoilus  I  Dikaios.  Like  Apollodotus 
and  Antimachus  at  first  he  was  confused  with  his  namesake  Zoilus  II  Soter,  and 
the  two  rulers  were  regarded  as  one  and  the  same  person. 

Although  the  differences  in  style  and  fabric  of  coins  bearing  the  names  of  Zoilus 
Soter  and  Zoilus  Dikaios  were  evident  to  students — they  have  regarded  them  as 
issues  of  different  mints  of  the  same  ruler.  According  to  Cunningham’s  paper  of 
1843  Zoilus  with  Diomedes  and  Dionysius  was  supposed  to  have  succeeded  Apollo¬ 
dotus  in  Ariana  between  165  B.c.  and  159  b.c.,  at  which  latter  date  Ariana  was 
supposed  to  have  passed  into  the  hands  of  Mithridates  I  of  Parthia.  Lassen  again 
( Indische  Alter thumskunde,  II,  p.  xxiv)  coupled  Zoilus  with  Dionysius  only,  placing 
him,  like  Cunningham,  after  Apollodotus,  who  according  to  him  ruled  after  160  B.c., 
and  Menander,  whose  rise  to  power  Lassen  dated  144  b.c. 

Cunningham  later  twice  reconsidered  his  first  suggestion  about  Zoilus.  In  the 
family  tree  of  the  Greek  princes  of  Bactria  and  India,  published  by  him  in  1868  he 
has  shown  Zoilus  as  the  son  of  Apollodotus  and  father  of  Dionysius.  In  1870  again 
describing  the  coins  of  Zoilus  he  came  to  the  conclusion  that  Dionysius  must  have 
also  been  a  son  of  Apollodotus,  who  succeeded  his  father  on  the  throne  for  a  fewr 
months  in  b.c.  150.  Dionysius  was  followed  by  Zoilus  who  may  have  been  a  second 
son  of  Apollodotus. 

Being  well  aware  of  the  sharply  marked  difference  between  the  coinages  of  Zoilus 
Dikaios  and  Zoilus  Soter,  and  on  the  other  hand  still  believing  that  they  were  one 
and  the  same  person — Cunningham  found  a  new  explanation  of  this  difference.  He 
suggested  that  Zoilus  may  have  become  a  tributary  of  Menander,  by  whom  he  was 
probably  transferred  to  the  government  of  the  eastern  Panjab. 

The  find-spots  of  Zoilus’  coins,  known  at  that  time  to  Cunningham  agreed  with 
that  theory,  namely  four  coins  were  found  in  the  Kabul  valley  and  about  eight  of 
them  in  the  Panjab.  From  the  relative  rarity  of  the  coins  of  Zoilus  Dikaios  found

in  the  Kabul  valley  Cunningham  inferred  that  Zoilus  ruled  there  for  only  a  short 
time,  and  conjectured  that  his  coins  were  struck  in  the  period  from  about  B.c.  150 
to  146. 

Dr.  Whitehead  like  others  followed  the  lead  given  by  Cunningham,  but  he  was 
of  the  opinion  ( Notes  on  Indo-Greek  Numismatics ,  Num.  Chron.  1923)  that  the  two 
issues  of  silver  and  copper  coins,  bearing  the  name  of  Zoilus  should  be  considered 
rather  as  the  issues  of  two  distinct  localities  than  of  two  kings  separated  by  a  period 
long  enough  to  produce  such  great  difference  in  style.  These  two  localities  could 
not  have  been  far  away  from  one  another,  for  Zoilus  did  not  rule  an  extensive  king¬ 
dom.  According  to  Dr.  Whitehead’s  classification  of  monograms  one  of  these 
^  localities  issuing  coins  with  the  name  of  Zoilus  must  have  been  Gandhara,  the  other — 
the  eastern — the  country  round  Sialkot.

But  the  evidence  of  newly  discovered  hoards  was  indicative  of  two  separate 
rulers,  as  the  composition  of  the  hoards  showed  that  the  two  coinages  were  separated 
not  only  by  location,  but,  what  is  more  important,  by  time.  The  coins  of  Zoilus 
Dikaios  were  found  in  Gandhara,  often  in  company  with  the  coins  of  Menan¬ 
der  and  Antimachus  II.  Those  of  Zoilus  Soter  were  unearthed  only  east  of  the 
Indus,  in  the  Panjab,  accompanied  by  the  later  kings  whose  territories  were  long  ago 
assigned  to  the  Panjab. 

Taking  into  consideration  those  newly  discovered  hoards  Dr.  Tarn  accepted  the 
existence  of  two  different  kings  of  the  name  of  Zoilus,  and  supposed  that  the  earlier  of 
them,  Zoilus  Dikaios,  who  ruled  in  Gandhara,  may  have  been  one  of  Menander’s 
sub-kings  and  may  have  survived  him.  Dr.  Tarn  did  not  see  any  valid  reason 
why  Zoilus  Dikaios,  even  if  he  was  driven  away  from  Gandhara  or  transferred  to 
Sialkot,  should  have  changed  the  types  of  his  coinage  and  his  title  to  Soter — although 
the  change  in  style  and  in  the  monograms  would  be  understandable.  That  ob¬ 
servation  of  Dr.  Tarn  constitutes  in  itself  a  very  weighty  argument  against  the 
W  opinion  that  the  two  issues  bearing  the  name  of  Zoilus  were  the  coinage  of  the  same 
king  but  of  two  different  localities. 

Gen.  Haughton’s  “  Notes  on  the  Distribution  of  Indo-Greek  Coins ,”  published  in 
1943,  seem  to  confirm  the  idea  of  the  two  different  kings  of  the  name  of  Zoilus. 
According  to  Gen.  Haughton,  whose  paper  was  based  on  forty  years  experience  of 
coin  collecting  in  India,  the  coins  of  Zoilus  Dikaios  are  found  mostly  to  the  west  of 
the  Indus,  and  those  of  Zoilus  Soter  are  common  in  the  Sialkot-Jammu  region, 
where  a  hoard  of  some  200  of  them  wras  unearthed  near  Sialkot. 

The  coins  of  Zoilus  Dikaios  in  Gen.  Haughton’s  collection  all  came  from  the 
hoards  of  Shabkadar  and  Bajaur,  apart  from  one  from  Sialkot,  but  Gen.  Houghton 
emphasises  that  this  wras  the  only  coin  of  Zoilus  Dikaios  from  this  area  he  has  ever 


seen. 
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The  large  hoard  found  at  Shabkadar  in  the  Mohmand  Tribal  Territory  consisted 
of  coins  of  Menander,  Archebius,  Zoilus  Dikaios,  Hermaeus,  Azes,  Gondophares 
and  Orodes  I.  In  the  same  area  also  were  unearthed  coins  of  Heliocles  II,  Strato  I, 
Philoxenus  and  Hippostratus. 


In  Bajaur  two  large  hoards  of  Indo-Greek  coins  were  discovered  in  1926  and  1942; 
they  consisted  entirely  of  drachms  of  Apollodotus,  Menander,  Antimachus  II 
Nikephoros  and  Zoilus  Dikaios  ;  in  addition  the  second  hoard  contained  a  large 
number  of  Indian  punch-marked  coins. 


A  very  important  hoard,  said  to  have  been  contained  in  a  pot,  was  discovered  in 
1944  in  the  vicinity  of  Charsadda  in  a  mound,  called  Lai  Dheri.  It  contained  mostly 
tetradrachms,  amongst  them  the  tetradrachms  of  Zoilus  Dikaios,  hitherto  unknown, 
and  of  another  rare  king,  Epander.  Now  the  coinage  of  Zoilus  Dikaios  is  repre¬ 
sented  by  the  following  coins  :

The  reverse  types  of  the  silver  coinage  of  Zoilus  Dikaios  copy  exactly  the  type  of 
Euthydemus  II,  only  the  Nike  on  the  shoulder  of  Heracles  is  a  new  feature.  His 
types  of  bronze  coins,  common  through  the  whole  of  Greece,  introduced  into 
Indo- Greek  coinage  the  head  of  bearded  Heracles,  wearing  the  lion’s  skin.  All 
these  types  could  indicate  that  Zoilus  Dikaios  belonged  or  at  least  that  he  claimed  to 
belong  to  the  Euthydemid  family.  The  rarer  variety  with  the  Nike  crowning 
Heracles  may  have  alluded  to  some  victory  of  Zoilus,  entitling  him  to  such  a  distinc¬ 
tion. 

The  monograms  No.  94,  97,  102  and  105  appearing  on  coins  of  Zoilus  Dikaios 
point  to  Gandhara  as  their  place  of  origin  according  to  Dr.  Whitehead — as  all  four 
are  shown  in  his  range  of  monograms  characteristic  of  that  region.  It  follows  that 
the  same  mints  or  mintmasters  coined  for  him  as  for  Antimachus  II,  as  well  as  for 
Menander.  The  evidence  of  the  monograms  is  corroborated  by  the  find-spots  of 
his  coins,  and  Zoilus’  rule  in  Gandhara  seems  certain. 

More  difficult  to  determine  is  the  date  of  his  reign  and  his  connection  with 
Menander.  Dr.  Tarn’s  conjecture  about  Zoilus  having  been  a  sub-king  of  Menander 
may  be  true,  but  he  also  may  have  been  a  rebel  who  profited  by  some  circumstance — 
perhaps  the  death  of  Menander — and  claiming  his  descent  from  Euthydemus  may 
have  asserted  his  independence  against  Menander’s  heirs.  The  regency  of  Agatho- 
cleia  during  the  minority  of  her  son  Strato  would  have  offered  the  occasion  to  any 
ambitious  general. 

Zoilus  could  have  been  also  the  successor  of  Antimachus  II  in  the  command  of 
the  western  army  and  could  have  coined  his  own  money  to  pay  it. 

These  suggestions  are  all  possible,  but  one  thing  certainly  seems  to  be  probable, 
namely,  that  Zoilus  Dikaios  was  a  different  person  from  Zoilus  Soter  and  that  his 
coins  were  struck  in  Gandhara  sometime  between  155  and  140  B.c.

flamer  says  it  was  issued  by  W.  Binns,  25  St.  Stephen’s  Place,  Dublin. 
He  was  an  ironmonger  by  trade. 

Dublin.  Parker's.  Ironmonger  of  4  Kennedy’s  Lane.  G.T.T.  Made 
by  Lutwyche  of  Birmingham. 

Dublin.  A  mule  of  one  of  Parker’s  dies  made  by  Lutwyche  using  the 
genuine  die  of  the  reverse  of  No.  42.  See  note  to  No.  227. 

Dublin.  R.L.T.  &  Co.  These  are  merely  copies  of  the  H.M.  Co.’s 
tokens.  The  initials  of  the  so  called  firm  indicate  only  another  mythical 
trading  company.  They  are  mostly  very  poor  work.  Nos.  372  and 
373  are  mules,  the  rev.  of  373  looks  like  the  forgery  used  on  Cronebane 
No.  55.  m

AN  ABSTRACT  OF  SIR  JOHN  DAVIES  REPORT  ON  MIXED  MONIES. 

[This  document  of  the  Elizabeth  I  period  was  sent  to  us  by  G,  V.  Wilson,  who  extracted^ 
it  from  Fodinae  Regales ,  by  Sir  John  Petters,  London,  1670]. 

Queen  Elizabeth  for  Paiment  of  Her  Armie  Royal  for  the  fuppreffion  of  the  Rebellion  of 
Tyrone ,  coined  in  the  Tower  of  London  a  great  quantitie  of  Mixed  Monies  with  the  ufual 
Stamp  and  Arms  of  the  Crown,  and  Infcription  of  the  Royal  Style,  and  fends  it  over  into 
Ireland  with  Proclamation  dated  24  May,  43  of  Her  Reign,  where  by  She  declared  the  faid 
Mixed  Monie  immediately  after  the  Proclamation  made  to  be  Lawfull  &  Currant  Monie  of 
the  Realm  of  Ireland,  and  commands  that  the  faid  Monies  fhal  be  fo  accepted,  reputed  and 
ufed  by  all  her  Subjects  and  others  having  any  Traffick  within  the  faid  Realm  ;  and  if  any 
perfon  fhall  refufe  to  receive  the  fame  according  to  the  Denomination  and  valuation  viz. 
Shillings  for  Shillings,  &c.,  they  shall  be  punifhed  as  Contemners  of  her  Royal  Prerogative 
and  Commandment.  And  to  the  intent  the  faid  Mixed  Monies  might  pass  more  freely,  it 
was  also  declared  by  the  faid  Proclamation,  that  after  the  10th  day  of  June  next  all  other  former 
Currant  Monies  fhould  be  decried  and  annulled,  and  efteemed  as  Bullion  &  not  Currant  Monie. 

In  April  before  the  Proclamation  one  Brett  of  Drogheda  a  merchant  having  bought  certain 
Wares  of  one  Gilbert  of  London ,  became  bound  to  the  faid  Gilbert  in  100L.  Conditioned  for 
the  paiment  of  100L.  Currant  and  Lawful  Monie  of  England  at  a  certain  day  to  come  and 
at  a  certain  place  in  Ireland ,  which  day  happened  to  be  after  the  faid  proclamation.  At  the 
day  Sc  place  Brett  tenders  the  100L.  in  the  Mixed  Monie  ;  Whether  this  Tender  was  fufficient 
to  fave  the  Forteiture,  and  whether  the  faid  Brett  fhould  be  compelled  to  pay  the  faid  100L. 
in  the  other  or  better  Monie  was  the  Queftion  at  the  Council  Table  upon  the  Petition  of 
Brett.  And  becaufe  this  was  a  General  Cafe  and  of  great  importance.  Sir  George  Carye 
(being  then  Lord  Deputie)  required  the  Chief  Judges  to  confider  the  Cafe,  and  to  return 
,  their  Refolution,  who  upon  confideration  refolved  the  Tender  of  the  faid  100L.  in  Mixed 
Monies  was  good  to  fave  the  Forfeiture,  and  that  Brett  should  not  be  enforced  after  to  pay 
any  other  Monie  in  difcharge  of  the  Debt,  but  according  to  the  rate  Sc  value  at  the  time  oh 
Tender.  And  thus  their  Refolution  was  certified  to  the  Lord  Deputie,  and  entered  in  thcf 
Council  Book  wherein  divers  Points  were  refolved. 

(1)  That  in  everie  Kingdom  or  Commonwealth  there  ought  to  be  a  certain  Standard 
of  Monie. 

(2)  That  the  King  of  England  is  to  coin  the  Monie  in  His  Dominions,  and  none  other 
without  his  Licenfe  ;  and  if  any  fhall  prefume  to  Coin,  tis  Treason  against  the  Kings  Perfon 
by  the  Common  Law. 

(3)  That  the  King  by  His  Prerogative  may  make  Monie  of  what  matter  Sc  form  he  pleafe, 
and  establish  the  Standard  thereof ;  and  may  change  His  Monie  in  Substance  and  Impreffion, 
and  enhaunfe  or  abate  the  Value,  or  decry  and  annul  it,  and  make  it  Bullion  at  His  Pleafure. 

(4)  That  the  Mixed  Monie  having  the  Impreffion  and  Infcription  of  the  Queen,  and 
being  proclaimed  Currant  within  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  ought  to  be  accepted  for  Sterling 
Monie. 

(5)  That  although  this  Mixed  Monie  was  made  to  be  Currant  within  the  Realm  of  Ireland 
onely,  yet  it  may  be  called  Currant  and  Lawful  Monie  of  England. 

(6)  That  although  at  the  time  of  the  Contract  and  Obligation  pure  Monie  of  Gold  Sc  Silver 
was  Currant,  yet  the  Mixed  Monie  being  eftablished  before  the  Day  of  Paiment,  the  Tender 
is  good,  and  the  Obligee  is  bound  to  accept  thereof,  or  is  without  remedie  of  any  other  Paiment.

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Early  American  Forgeries  of  George  III  Coppers.  Many  thanks  for  your  courtesy 
in  printing  my  letter  about  the  hoard  of  coins  found  in  Rockford,  Illinois.  A  gentleman  in 
Rochester,  N.Y.,  who  is  a  reader  of  your  Bulletin,  kindly  answered  my  question  concerning 
the  thin  half-penny  of  George  III,  and  sent  me  a  rubbing  of  a  very  similar  coin.  If  I  may 
quote  from  his  letter  :  “I  have  in  my  collection  several  counterfeit  halfpennies  and  farthings 
of  this  period  some  of  which,  though  not  worn,  are  not  more  than  half  their  proper  weight. 
I  enclose  a  rubbing  of  one  of  rather  crude  dies  which  may  be  the  same  as  yours.  The  olive 
branch  is  poorly  cut  or  broken  away  so  that  it  somewhat  resembles  a  small  pine  tree.  There 
is  strong  evidence  that  at  least  some  of  these  counterfeits  were  coined  in  America  at  Newburg, 
N.Y.,  and  possibly  other  places,  especially  those  dated  1787  and  1778.  In  fact  some  of  these 
were  muled  with  coppers  of  Vermont  and  Connecticut.”  It  would  appear  in  view  of  this 
and  much  other  evidence  there  was  little  good  money  circulating  in  the  colonies  before  the 
turn  of  the  19th  century. — Theodore  H.  Burns ,  Chicago. 

An  Early  Example  of  “  Mass-production  ”  of  Coin  Dies.  In  Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal 
Bulletin  for  1950  on  page  60,  the  writer  gave  instances  of  what  indicated  that  certain  dies  for 
the  hammered  silver  issues  of  Elizabeth  I  were  “  mass-produced.”  In  the  case  of  certain 
sixpences  and  threepences  the  space  for  the  mint-mark  was  left  vacant  and  the  first  three 
digits  of  the  date  punched  into  the  dies,  leaving  spaces  for  the  fourth  and  last  digit  of  the  date 
and  the  appropriate  mint-mark  to  be  inserted  when  the  pre-fabricated  die  was  actually  required 
for  coining. 

Instances  of  this  procedure  on  the  dated  pieces,  where  it  can  be  perceived,  would  appear 
to  be  of  uncommon  occurrence  since  the  writer  has  had  less  than  a  dozen  sixpences  and  three¬ 
pences  in  his  collection  and  there  would  only  appear  to  be  four  examples  (all  sixpences)  in 
the  National  Collection.  In  the  undated  denominations  the  dies  would  shpw  no  trace  of 
their  prior  production. 

The  new  and  earlier  occurrence  which  I  bring  to  the  attention  of  your  readers  is  that  of  an 
Irish  sixpence  of  Philip  and  Mary  in  my  collection.  This  has  mint-mark  rose  on  the  reverse 
only.  On  the  obverse  the  date  appears  above  the  sovereigns’  head  so  : —  155 — .  The  space 
left  blank  for  the  insertion  of  the  last  digit  of  the  date,  as  indicated  above  in  the  case  of  Eliza¬ 
bethan  coins,  has  never  had  this  punched  into  the  die  by  the  inadvertence  of  the  moneyer, 
the  incompleted  die  then  having  been  used  for  striking  and  thus  producing  this  incompletely 
dated  coin. — Raymond  Carlyoti- Britt  on ,  F.S.A. 

A  Numismatic  Freak. — The  writer  has  in  his  collection  a  Philip  and  Mary  sixpence 
v/hich  instead  of  being  dated  1554  is  dated  1954  !  A  similar  and  slightly  finer  specimen  from 
the  same  dies  is  illustrated  in  the  second  part  of  the  catalogue  of  the  Ryan  Collection,  Plate 
xiii,  1018.  How  such  a  freak  arose  is  puzzling.  No  puncheon  for  6  or  9  presumably  existed, 
so  it  would  seem  that  the  error  must  have  arisen  either  by  the  puncheon  for  the  figure  5 
getting  an  extraneous  piece  of  metal  attached  to  it  (so  that  when  used  it  punched  into  the  die 
the  figure  9  instead  of  5)  or  that  the  die  itself  became  damaged  and  impressed  sixpences  struck 
from  it  with  9  instead  of  the  first  5  in  the  date. — Raymond  Carly on- Britton,  F.S.A. 

Display  Cases  for  Crowns. — You  may  be  interested  to  know  that  for  the  purpose  of 
displaying  my  collection  of  crown  pieces  I’ve  managed  to  buy  a  number  of  plastic  cases  in 
which  the  new  Coronation  Crown  piece  is  displayed. 

I  think  this  type  of  coin  case  is  ideal  for  showing  one’s  collection  to  friends  or  fellow 
collectors.  Both  sides  of  the  coin  are  visible,  without  the  coin  being  handled — an  important 
factor  in  the  case  of  proof  or  new  specimens. 

I  find  that  the  frame  of  the  new  plastic  cases  is  not  quite  large  enough  to  accommodate 
some  of  the  older  crown  pieces — notably  those  of  the  early  Georges  ;  but  I’m  hoping  to 
overcome  this  obstacle  by  the  generous  use  of  sandpaper. 

Incidentally,  what  a  dismal  effort  the  Coronation  Crown  piece  is  !  Put  it  alongside  the 
Festival  of  Britain  crown,  and  you  realise  just  how  unsatisfactory  the  finish  of  this  new  coin  is. 
The  horse,  instead  of  the  Queen,  catches  the  eye.  Surely  something  that  emphasised  our 
Queen’s  youth  and  beauty  without  the  horse,  would  have  been  more  appropriate. — A.  H. 
Woodward.

Irish  Eighteenth  Century  Tokens  by  Prattent.  Mr.  H.  F.  Tivy,  of  Stillorgan,  Co. 
Dublin,  writes  me  about  the  initials  H.S.  &  Co.  upon  the  Cork  tokens  he  says  : — “  May  I 
point  out  that  they  almost  certainly  refer  to  Henry  Sadlier  and  Company,  who  were  at  that 
time  prominent  in  the  cotton  trade  in  Cork.  That  firm  had  in  issue  a  small  paper  currency 
and  from  the  paper  Notes  to  their  fashionable  copper  halfpennies  was  a  very  short  step.” 
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In  reply  to  Mr.  Tivy  I  think  it  best  to  give  a  list  where  the  H.S.  &  Co.  die  occurs,  with 
remarks  as  may  be  necessary. 

Obverse  Reverse 

No.  19.  Cork.  J.E.  &  Co.  H.S.  &  Co. 

This  is  obvious  a  token  made  up  of  what  I  take  to  be  Prattent’s  fake  dies,  and  the  name 
Cork  only  occurs  on  the  obverse,  and  therefore  this  fact  cannot  connect  H.S.  &  Co.  with  Cork. 

No.  19.  Dublin.  Man  in  a  loom  H.S.  &  Co. 

No.  23.  Dublin.  Coat  of  Arms.  H.S.  &  Co. 

In  this  group  No.  15  to  26  many  of  the  dies  were  those  used  by  Prattent  and  the  tokens 
were  probably  made  for  him  by  Skidmore.  In  a  few  instances  they  may  have  come  from 
Lutwyche’s  factory. 

No.  316.  Dublin.  Shield  of  Arms.  H.S.  &  Co. 

No.  323  to  325.  Dublin.  Prince  of  Wales’ Crest.  H.S.  &  Co. 

Three  varieties  of  the  same  design,  and  two  of  the  cypher  dies  are  used  on  the  next  group 
of  Prattent  mules. 

No.  334.  Dublin.  H.S.  &  Co.  Wheatsheaf  and  doves. 

No.  335.  Dublin.  H.S.  &  Co.  Wheatsheaf  alone. 

In  spite  of  Mr.  Tivy’s  statement  I  cannot  see  a  single  example  that  might  be  claimed  to  be  a 
genuine  commercial  token.  They  all  appear  to  be  fakes  of  Prattent’s  and  made  for  him  by 
Skidmore.  There  is  a  possibility  that  some  came  from  Lutwyche’s  manufactory  in  Birming¬ 
ham  as  he  struck  many  tokens  of  mixed  dies  made  for  general  circulation. — A.  W.  Waters. 

British  Museum  Exhibition.  To  commemorate  the  Coronation,  a  small  exhibition 
of  English,  Scots,  Irish  and  Welsh  coins  and  medals  has  been  arranged  in  the  King  Edward 
VII  Gallery  at  the  British  Museum.  It  includes  a  set  of  Coronation  medals  of  English  Kings 
and  Queens,  portrait  medals  of  English  Sovereigns  and  Consorts  from  Henry  VIII  onwards, 
and  coins  struck  in  these  islands  during  the  past  2,000  years,  many  of  them  unique. — Daily 
Telegraph ,  11  th  June. 

More  Coronation  Crowns.  The  Treasury  announces  that,  because  orders  for  Coro¬ 
nation  crown  pieces  are  rapidly  approaching  the  limit  of  four  millions  which  was  contemplated 
for  the  issue,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  has  authorised  the  Royal  Mint  to  strike  a  further 
million  pieces. 

The  Mint  will  accept  orders  within  the  new  limit  which  are  placed  with  the  banks  by 
June  30.  After  that  date  no  more  orders  will  be  accepted.  — Manchester  Guardian ,  4th  June. 

Boys  to  Keep  Find.  At  an  inquest  held  at  Kingston-on-Thames  yesterday  by  the  East 
Surrey  Coroner  a  number  of  Roman  coins  found  recently  on  Wimbledon  Common  were 
found  not  to  be  treasure  trove.  They  were  handed  back  to  the  boys  who  found  them,  Richard 
Tully  and  John  Keefe,  both  of  Fulham.  Of  a  total  of  15  coins  found,  only  six  were  considered 
at  the  inquest.  The  others  were  bronze,  and  as  they  were  neither  gold  nor  silver  they  could 
not  be  included. 

Tully  said  that  he  and  Keefe  had  first  found  two  silver  coins  in  the  ground  by  a  horse  ride 
on  the  common.  Keefe  sent  them  to  the  British  Museum.  Two  or  three  weeks  later  they 
went  back  and  found  the  other  coins.  Most  of  the  coins,  which  are  not  of  any  great  value, 
belong  to  the  third  century,  but  some  are  of  the  fourth  century,  and  one  was  minted  in  the 
second  century.  They  were  found  in  gravel  near  the  surface. — The  Times,  21th  May. 

Coroner  seizes  Treasure  Trove.  Treasure  trove  of  over  500  gold  and  silver  coins, 
believed  to  have  been  hidden  during  the  civil  war,  was  yesterday  seized  by  Mr.  H.  A.  Horner 
(North  Somerset  Coroner)  on  behalf  of  the  Queen.  At  an  inquest  at  Temple  Cloud  the  jury 
found  that  the  treasure  was  “  intentionally  concealed  ”  and  that  the  owner  was  unknown. 

A  lorry-driver  said  that  he  saw  the  hoard  picked  up  in  the  bucket  of  an  excavator  during 
road-making  at  Farmborough,  Somerset. 

Mr.  William  Mannings  (chairman  of  the  Bath  and  Bristol  Numismatic  Society)  said  that 
most  of  the  coins  were  of  finest  silver,  and  dated  from  1547  to  1625.  “  We  think  that  the  coins 

were  concealed  about  1645,  during  the  Civil  War,”  he  said. — Liverpool  Daily  Post,  22nd  May. 

Barnstaple  Almsgiving.  By  a  special  arrangement  between  the  Bullion  Department 
of  the  Midland  Bank  and  the  Royal  Mint,  Barnstaple’s  residents  of  the  towns’  almshouses 
have  received  the  traditional  gift  of  a  new  sixpenny  piece  from  the  new  Mayor,  Aid.  C.  F. 
Dart.  It  has  been  customary  during  the  past  two  centuries  for  the  current  Mayor  to  give 
the  residents  a  six-penny  piece  of  the  year  of  his  office. 

When  Aid.  Dart  went  to  the  bank  to  see  about  this  year’s  supply  of  new  coins  it  was  pointed 
out  to  him  that  as  they  bore  the  head  of  Queen  Elizabeth  they  were  not  due  for  issue  until 
June.  Aid.  Dart  stressed  the  special  reason  for  which  he  required  the  coins  and  representa¬ 
tions  between  the  Bullion  Department  of  the  bank  and  the  Royal  Mint  resulted  in  a  special 
delivery  of  enough  1953  sixpences  for  the  distribution. — Western  Morning  News,  2\st  May. 
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Edited  for  us  by  a  collector  who  has  no  connection  with  our  firm. 

The  Royal  Family  Orders,  Badges  of  Office,  Royal  Household  Medals,  and 
Souvenirs,  compiled  by  G.  P.  L.  James.  Published  by  the  Orders,  Decorations  and  Medals 
Research  Society  of  Great  Britain.  Edition  limited  to  350  copies.  8£"  x  10i".  44  pp. 

Coloured  frontispiece  and  27  plates.  Price  21s. 

Decidedly  the  appearance  of  a  monograph  on  certain  British  Orders  and  Medals  is  an 
event,  the  more  so  when  it  breaks  much  new  ground.  We  extend  a  warm  welcome  to  the 
first  publication  (other  than  a  cyclostyled  bulletin)  of  the  O.D.  &  M.R.S.  of  G.B. — an  insti¬ 
tution  that  could  surely  do  with  a  less  unwieldy  title.  (What  about  “  Insignia  Society  ”  ?). 

The  awards  dealt  with  are  :  Royal  Family  Orders  from  George  IV  to  George  VI  :  Badges 
of  Office  of  the  Ladies  in  Attendance  on  the  Queens  and  Princesses — Mistress  of  the  Robes, 
Lady  and  Woman  of  the  Bedchamber,  Lady  in  Waiting,  and  Maid  of  Honour  ;  Queen 
Victoria’s  Faithful  Service  medal  for  her  Household,  and  the  similar  Long  and  Faithful 
Service  medals  of  Kings  George  V  and  VI  (King  Edward  VII  does  not  seem  to  have  issued 
one)  :  certain  miscellaneous  items,  as  Edward  VII’s  medal  for  Science,  Art  and  Music,  and 
Queen  Mary’s  Souvenir  of  her  stay  at  Badminton  in  the  war  years  1940  45  ;  and  two  unidenti¬ 
fied  pieces  at  Windsor.  Many  of  these  are  exceedingly  beautiful  examples  of  the  art  of  the 
designer  and  the  craftsmanship  of  the  Court  jeweller.  The  admirable  half-tone  plates  all 
give  their  subjects  in  actual  size,  and  the  ribands  are  shown  in  colour  in  the  frontispiece.  The 
pictorial  layout  and  presentation  is  first-class. 

The  text  is  not  however  up  to  the  same  high  standard.  The  metals  of  which  the  various 
pieces  are  made  are  nowhere  specified.  The  only  mention  of  a  metal  in  the  whole  book  is 
of  the  gold  Household  medal  awarded  to  John  Brown,  but  this  may  have  been  a  special  case 
as  the  majority  of  such  medals  are  in  silver.  From  illustrations  it  appears  that  enamel  was 
used  in  some  of  the  badges  of  Ladies  in  Waiting,  but  we  search  in  vain  for  the  word  “  enamel,” 
much  less  do  we  find  details  of  its  colour.  The  dates  of  foundation  or  instutution  are  occa¬ 
sionally  given,  but  are  omitted  for  the  Royal  Household  medal,  which  is  about  the  only  one 
of  the  whole  series  that  is  likely  to  come  within  the  reach  of  collectors.  Some  particulars 
of  the  regulations  governing  the  award  of  Edward  VII’s  medal  for  Science,  Art  and  Music 
would  have  been  welcome,  as  it  is  virtually  unknown.  We  are  told  that  it  was  founded  in 
1902  and  discontinued  in  1906  ;  but  how  many  were  issued,  to  whom,  and  in  what  metal? 
We  are  left  to  guess  whether  it  was  a  highly  selective  award  like  the  Order  of  Merit,  or  freely 
distributed  like  the  lower  grades  of  the  Order  of  the  British  Empire. 

Of  the  two  unidentified  insignia  at  Windsor  (nos.  36  and  37),  the  compiler  suggests  that 
one  was  an  “  essay  ”  for  the  D.S.O.  and  the  second  for  “  another  decoration.”  This  other 
decoration,  we  suggest,  may  have  been  the  Order  of  the  Indian  Empire,  for  the  badge  illust¬ 
rated  bears  a  resemblance  to  a  C.I.E.  with  a  large  V.R.I.  monogram  superimposed.  Of  these 
“  the  ribands  are  not  illustrated  as  they  were  not  worn.”  We  agree  that  the  expense  of  a 
coloured  picture  was  not  justified,  but  surely  the  colours  could  have  been  given  in  a  few  words  ? 
Of  some  insignia  only  the  title  is  given,  e.g.  “  H.M.  the  Queen  :  Lady  of  the  Bedchamber,” 
though  there  is  ample  space  below  the  block  for  additional  data  such  as,  for  example,  a  list  of 
recipients.  Were  these  Ladies’  badges  retained  by  them,  or  passed  from  holder  to  holder  ? 
Several  pages  are  entirely  blank  and  could  have  been  used,  in  these  days  of  economy,  for  useful 
information,  without  impairing  the  artistic  appearance  of  the  monograph. 

It  would  not  be  fair  to  conclude  this  critical  notice  without  saying  that  in  our  opinion 
The  Royal  Family  Orders  is  nevertheless  a  most  interesting  and  valuable  production  and  ex¬ 
pressing  the  hope  that  the  sponsoring  Society  will  be  able  to  put  out  similar  guides  at  least 
annually.  Since  the  name  and  address  of  the  Society’s  honorary  secretary  and  treasurer  is 
nowhere  stated,  we  may  add  that  he  is  L.  F.  Guille,  Esq.,  3  Lapworth  Court,  6  Fourth  Avenue, 
Hove  3,  Sussex  ;  and  copies  may  be  had  from  him  at  the  price  given  at  the  head  of  this  review. 

H.R.H.  The  Duke  of  Cornwall.  Our  first  sight  of  a  specimen  of  the  official  Coronation 
Medal,  1953,  was  on  television.  It  was  worn  by  the  Duke  of  Cornwall  on  the  balcony  of 
Buckingham  Palace  when  he  appeared  with  Her  Majesty  on  the  afternoon  of  the  Great  Day. 

The  Order  of  the  Seraphim.  The  Daily  Telegraph  of  6th  June  announced  that  Her 
Majesty  had  been  awarded  the  Swedish  Order  of  the  Seraphim  by  H.M.  King  Gustav  Adolph  ; 
and  that  she  had  been  invested  with  it  on  the  previous  day  by  Prince  Bertil  of  Sweden,  who 
represented  his  father  at  the  Coronation.  It  is  stated  that  only  three  British  subjects  have 
previously  received  this,  Sweden’s  most  exclusive  honour — the  Earl  of  Breadalbane  (1892), 
the  Duke  of  Argyll  (1908),  and  Earl  Mountbatten  of  Burma  (1952).  Founded  by  Frederick  I 
in  1748,  the  King  of  Sweden  is  its  Grand  Master  and  the  Queen  of  Sweden  and  the  royal 
princes  are  members  from  birth.  There  is  only  one  class,  and  the  membership  of  Swedish 
nationals  may  not  exceed  32.  The  badge  is  a  white-enamelled  8-pointed  cross  with  the  golden 
head  of  a  seraph  between  each  of  the  arms,  writh  ihs  and  a  cross  on  a  central  disc  of  blue  enamel. 
The  sash  is  light  blue  watered  silk.  The  badge  hangs  from  a  ring  suspender  above  a  crowrn. 
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A  letter  printed  in  the  Daily  Telegraph  on  9th  June  amplified  the  foregoing.  Besides  the 
three  British  recipients  above  named,  the  Order  of  the  Seraphim  has  been  awarded  to  various 
British  royalties,  among  them  Kings  George  V  and  VI  and  the  late  Duke  of  Kent.  The  Order 
is  restricted  to  24  Swedish  and  8  foreign  Knights,  not  below  the  rank  of  Lieutenant-General 
or  equivalent,  royalty  being  excluded  from  these  numbers.  Traditionally  the  Order  was 
established  either  in  the  thirteenth  or  fourteenth  century  but  was  abolished  about  1600,  to  be 
revived  by  Frederick  I  in  1748. 

Coronation  Medals.  Articles  in  the  national  press  on  Coronation  medals  which  we 
have  noticed  include  one  by  Mr.  Oliver  Warner  in  Everybodys  and  another  in  the  Daily 
Telegraph  by  Brigadier  Humphry  Bullock,  both  well  illustrated. '  No  official  reasons  have 
been  assigned  for  the  omission  to  strike  and  place  on  sale  an  official  commemorative  medal  on 
this  occasion,  for  the  first  time  for  centuries.  Presumably  the  Royal  Mint  was  too  busy  with 
the  new  coinage  to  undertake  this  additional  task,  though  many  w7ill  think  it  a  pity  that  ancient 
precedent  was  not  followed. 

Bars  to  Gallantry  Awards.  “  Atticus  ”  returned  to  this  subject  in  the  Sunday  Time s 
a  week  or  two  after  his  original  reference  which  we  noticed  in  the  last  Bulletin,  but  nothing 
fresh  emerged.  Meanwhile  in  the  May  number  of  Services  and  Territorial  Magazine  was  a 
paragraph  stating  that  recipients  of  the  Territorial  Decoration  who  are  awarded  a  bar  thereto 
wear  two  rosettes  on  the  ribbon  in  undress  uniform,  and  claiming  that  an  officer  (named) 
wTho  has  three  bars  is  entitled  to  wear  six  such  rosettes.  Surely  this  is  wrong  ?  One  bar, 
one  rosette,  is  the  rule  with  the  T.D.  as  in  all  other  cases. 

Who  has  the  Most  Letters?  A  propos  of  our  note  under  the  heading  “  The  Orders 
and  Decorations  R.S.  Circular  ”  in  the  last  Bulletin,  the  late  Field-Marshal  Lord  Birdwood 
of  Anzac  had  six  sets  of  “  order  and  decoration  letters  ”  after  his  name,  including  four  Grand 
Crosses.  Lieut. -General  Sir  Archibald  Nye,  now  High  Commissioner  for  the  United  King¬ 
dom  in  Canada  and  previously  holder  of  the  parallel  post  in  New  Delhi — and  before  that 
Governor  of  Madras — has  G.C.S.I.,  G.C.M.G.,  G.C.I.E.,  K.C.B.,  K.B.E.  and  M.C. — to 
which  others  may  obviously  be  added  in  the  future.  General  Sir  Brian  Robertson,  is  G.C.B., 
G.B.E.,  K.C.M.G.,  K.C.V.O.,  D.S.O.,  M.C.  But  so  far  we  have  not  succeeded  in  finding 
anyone  outside  the  Royal  Family  with  seven  “  sets  ”  of  initials,  if  degrees  such  as  LL.D.  be 
excluded,  as  well  as  P.C.  for  Privy  Councillor. 

The  Gaskell  Collection.  We  continue  our  notes  on  famous  medal  collections  of  the 
past  with  brief  particulars  of  the  splendid  collection  of  Lieut. -Colonel  J.  B.  Gaskell,  which 
was  dispersed  at  a  four-day  sale  at  Messrs.  Glendining’s  in  May,  1911.  The  Garter  of  Lord 
Palmerston  fetched  £26,  and  a  Breast  Star  and  Badge  of  the  same  Order  £74.  The  3-bar 
Naval  G.S.  to  Lieut,  (afterwards  Admiral)  Westphal — Trafalgar,  Martinique,  and  Boat  Service 
April  20th,  1813 — went  for  £30  ;  and  a  4-bar  specimen  (Crescent  20th  Oct.  1793  ;  23rd 
June,  1795  ;  St.  Vincent ;  Nile)  to  John  Soames,  £27.  A  fourteen-bar  M.G.S.  to  John 
Hughes,  Artillery  Drivers,  brought  £33,  and  a  12-bar  to  Sergt.  W.  Vile,  40th  Foot,  sold  for 
£27.  There  were  some  splendid  groups.  The  Gold  Cross  for  Fuentes  d’Onor,  Ciudad 
Rodrigo,  Vittoria  and  Pyrenees,  with  one  clasp  for  Orthes,  to  Lieut. -Colonel  Sir  John  M. 
Doyle,  with  his  gold  Tower  and  Sword  and  gold  badge  of  the  Order  of  San  Fernando,  sold 
for  £180.  V.Cs.  and  V.C.  groups  included  those  of  Gunner  James  Collis,  R.H.A.  ;  Sergt. 
W.  Coffey,  34th  Regt.  ;  Lieut.  E.  H.  Lenon,  67th  Regt.  ;  and  Sergt.  J.  Bergin,  33rd  Regt. 
Another  superb  group  was  that  of  Lieut.-Colonel  Daniel  Dodgin,  66th  Regt. — gold  medal 
for  Vittoria,  with  two  clasps  for  Pyrenees  and  Orthes,  gold  C.B.  badge,  gold  Portuguese 
Cross  for  four  actions,  gold  badge  of  Order  of  S.  Bento  d’Aviz,  and  two  others  (£100).  There 
were  many  interesting  regimental  medals,  which  perhaps  attracted  more  general  interest 
then  than  they  do  nowadays. 

An  Elizabethan  Order  ?  Recently  sections  of  the  Press  have  suggested  that  a  new 
Elizabethan  Order  would  fill  a  gap  in  the  present  British  system  of  recognising  achievement, 
especially  in  the  fields  of  adventure  and  enterprise  not  necessarily  associated  with  individual 
gallantry.  The  conquest  of  Everest  has  given  new  impetus  to  the  idea,  which  has  now  received 
the  backing  of  the  Spectator.  Certainly  it  now  seems  an  anomaly  that  participation  in  Polar 
expeditions  is  covered  by  a  special  medal,  highly  regarded,  while  membership  of  an  Everest 
expedition  carries  no  special  award.  If  a  new  distinction  is  devised,  the  Polar  medal  may  be 
absorbed  therein.  Its  white  ribbon  would  certainly  be  missed,  rarely  though  it  is  seen :  in 
fact  we  only  recall  meeting  with  it  on  one  occasion  in  the  1914-18  War  (worn  by  the  then 
Captain  E.  G.  R.  Evans,  R.N.)  and  once  during  World  War  II,  Lieut. -Col.  “  Freddy  ”  Spencer 
Chapman  being  the  wearer.  It  is  not  only  those  of  us  who  have  some  acquaintance  with 
the  present  system  of  honours  and  rewards  who  have  found  some  difficulty  in  equating  the 
various  distinctions  bestowed  on  the  three  members  of  the  Everest  party — Col  John  Hunt’s 
knighthood,  Mr.  Hillary’s  K.B.E.,  and  Tensing’s  George  Medal. 

WANTED.  Crimea  medal  to  Cpl.  William  Gorman  of  the  55th  Foot. 
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Royal  N.S.  At  the  May  meeting  E.  S.  G. 
Robinson  read  a  paper  on  Greek  coins  recently 
acquired  by  the  British  Museum.  The  coins 
illustrated  and  discussed  included  two  staters 
of  the  alliance  coinage  of  Kroton  and  Pandosia, 
a  stater  of  Zankle-Messana  of  Samian  type 
with  prow  reverse  ;  a  didrachm  of  the  latest 
issue  of  Selinus  and  another  of  Solus  imitating 
Selinontine  types  ;  Corinthian  “  colts  ”  of 
Epidamsos  and  Corinth  from  the  same  obverse 
die,  another  colt  of  uncertain  origin  on  which 
Bellrophon  had  been  added  to  the  Pegasos; 
two  staters  of  Aeginetic  weight  of  the  Euboean 
federal  currency,  c.  410 ;  Cretan  staters  of 
Axos  and  Knossos ;  a  late  fourth  century 
didrachm  of  Ios  with  a  named  portrait  of 
Homer ;  gold  staters  of  Chersonesus  (2nd 
cent,  a.d.),  and  of  Asander  the  Archon  with 
a  portrait  of  Mark  Antony  ;  a  unique  gold 
stater  of  Abydos  of  the  time  of  Mithradates 
the  Great ;  a  double  stater  of  Sidon,  of  the 
earliest  issue,  for  the  blank  of  which  two  and 
possibly  more  coins  had  been  soldered 
together  and  finally  two  sestertii  of  Emisa, 
one  of  Caracalla  and  the  other  of  Uranius 
Antoninus,  and  a  unique  billon  sl  ater  of  the 
latter  with  the  type  Fecunditas. 

British  N.S.  The  May  meeting  of  the 
Society  was  held  on  Wednesday  27th,  when 
a  paper  by  R.  H.  Dolley,  G.  F.  Howell  and 

L.  G.  Stride  on  contemporary  forgeries  of 
coins  of  William  III  was  read  by  Mr.  Stride. 
He  demonstrated  that  a  crown  with  the  date 
1699,  formerly  in  the  possession  of  the  late 
Mr.  R.  Hill,  of  Edinburgh,  was  copper-cored 
but  produced  from  dies  worked  with  official 
punches  of  the  1695/6  issue.  A  half  crown  of 
the  same  reign  and  from  the  same  source,  and 
having  the  same  specific  gravity  was  made 
available  for  scientific  tests  at  the  Royal  Mint, 
and  these  showed  that  the  process  we  know 
as  Sheffield  plating  was  not  invented  in  the 
1740’s  but  had  been  chanced  upon  by  forgers 
and  others  at  a  much  earlier  date.  This  was 
the  main  purpose  of  the  paper — a  distinction 
not  grasped  by  some  later  speakers.  The  forger 
was  obviously  a  man  of  some  ability,  and  the 
rest  of  the  paper  was  given  up  to  unpublished 
documentary  evidence  suggesting  an  identi¬ 
fication  of  “  Scots  Robin  ”  with  Robert 
Chapman,  and  also  that  James  Hunter  and 
Robert  Chapman  may  have  been  connected 
by  marriage.  The  new  evidence,  incidentally, 
appears  to  exonerate  Hunter  from  complicity 
in  the  production  of  the  1699  crown,  but  it  is 
remarkable  that  this  piece  and  three  halfcrowns 
of  comparable  fabric  should  all  have  had  a 
Scottish  provenance. 

Mr.  Stride  then  invited  Mr.  W.  A.  C. 
Newman,  the  Chemist  and  Assayer  of  the 
Mint,  to  give  a  commentary  on  a  number  of 
lantern  slides  of  microphotographs  of  sections 
of  the  half  crown.  Step  by  step  Mr.  Newman 
and  his  assistant,  Mr.  E.  G.  V.  Newman, 


demonstrated  how  the  scientist  can  recon¬ 
struct  from  the  fabric  of  a  coin  the  exact 
manner  in  which  it  was  made.  The  paper 
ended  with  a  promise  that  this  was  only  an 
interim  report  on  one  aspect  of  a  far  wider 
investigation  into  the  whole  question  of  plated 
forgery  in  the  seventeenth  century. 

Lincolnshire  N.S.  The  Society  held  its 
June  meeting  on  Friday,  5th  when  Master 
David  Manning,  a  most  keen  numismatist 
with  an  abundance  of  general  knowledge,  dis¬ 
played  his  extensive  collection,  consisting  of 
coins  from  the  earliest  times  up  to  the  present 
day  and  eruditely  answering  the  questions 
which  older  members  put  forward. 

L.  A.  Manning  then  spoke  of  the  recent 
advertising  campaign  in  various  county  news¬ 
papers  in  an  effort  to  strengthen  the  member¬ 
ship  of  the  Society  which,  for  the  size  of  the 
county,  is  poor. 

London  N.C.  The  Deputy  President,  Mr. 
C.  H.  Allen,  was  in  the  chair  at  the  monthly 
meeting  held  on  4th  May  at  St.  Bride’s  Institute, 
E.C.4. 

Mr.  I.  D.  Brown  provided  the  main  talk  of 
the  evening  and  although  his  subject  was 
entitled  “  The  History  and  Coinage  of  British 
North  America  ”  his  able  discourse  covered  a 
wider  sphere  embracing  the  colonisation  of 
New  England  and  the  history  of  Canada.  The 
Lecturer  related  much  interesting  history  of 
voyages  of  discovery  which  brought  North 
America  into  the  known  world.  In  dealing 
with  the  development  of  the  coinage  of  the 
various  territories  he  touched  on  the  political, 
as  well  as  the  economic,  reactions  which  fol¬ 
lowed  and  referred  to  the  reluctance  of  the 
British  Government  in  providing  a  satisfactory 
coinage.  Mr.  Brown’s  much  appreciated  talk, 
which  incidentally  was  worthy  of  a  larger 
attendance,  was  well  illustrated  with  some 
beautiful  pieces  of  the  early,  as  well  as  the 
more  modern,  coinage  from  his  own  collec¬ 
tion  supplemented  by  specimens  kindly  lent 
by  A.  H.  Baldwin  &  Son,  Ltd.,  and  by  Mr.  J. 

M.  Ashby. 

The  monthly  meeting  on  10th  June  was 
devoted  to  an  auction  sale  of  members’  dupli¬ 
cates  and  well  over  100  lots  were  on  offer. 

North  Yorkshire  and  South  Durham 

N. S.  Meetings  are  held  in  room  8  of  the 
Temperance  Institute,  Gladstone  Street, 
Darlington,  at  7.15  p.m.  on  the  second  Friday 
of  every  month,  when  new  members  or 
visitors  can  be  assured  of  a  hearty  welcome. 

At  the  June  meeting  there  were  some  very 
interesting  exhibitions  by  members,  including 
Coronation  medals  old  and  new,  different 
types  and  denominations  of  English  gold 
coins,  some  beautiful  crowns  and  halfcrowns 
and  an  album  full  of  German  banknotes  of 
beautiful  design  and  colouring. 
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In  the  discussion  which  followed  it  was 
unanimously  agreed  that  the  new  coins  of 
Queen  Elizabeth  II  are  badly  struck  and  bear 
a  very  poor  portrait,  in  fact  they  are  probably 
the  worst  specimens  ever  produced  by  the 
Royal  Mint. 

Southampton  and  District  N.S.  The 

Society’s  third  meeting  held  in  May  was  given 
to  Mr.  A.  T.  Baring’s  paper  “  Curious 
Money,”  superbly  displayed  by  coins  of 
every  age  and  country.  Many  were  the  strange 
pieces  brought  to  the  eye  of  the  young  col¬ 
lector,  and  indeed  to  that  of  the  more  ex¬ 
perienced. 

“  Was  Chinese  ‘  Hat  Money  ’  really  worn  ?” 
We  hardly  think  so  but  “  Knife  Money  ” 
may  have  been  used  for  sharpening  pencils. 
“  Was  Cowrie-shell  Money  actually  to  be 
found  on  the  sea  shore  ?”  Absolutely,  and 
what  a  glorious  way  of  earning  one’s  living. 

Mr.  Baring,  who  is  truly  an  accomplished 
speaker,  took  the  Society  completely  out  of  the 
realms  of  the  familiar  circular  copper,  silver 
and  gold,  and  plunged  us  into  a  very  strange 


numismatic  world  of  leather,  glass,  tea  and 
bullets. 

Thanking  the  Speaker  for  his  fine  paper, 
the  chairman,  Mr.  Good,  expressed  his  hopes 
that  the  collection  may  be  viewed  by  the 
public  at  some  future  date. 

Cuban  N.S.  During  the  past  two  years 
an  increased  interest  in  numismatics  has 
become  evident  in  Cuba  and  two  commemo¬ 
rative  issues  of  coins  have  been  made  by  the 
authorities.  During  the  month  of  May  the 
Cuban  N.S.  was  legally  constituted  with 
Comandante  Luis  F.  Ardois  as  President  and 
Thomas  Lismone  as  Secretary. 

The  compilation  of  a  handbook  on  the 
coinage  of  Cuba,  including  provisional  issues 
and  proofs  is  to  be  immediately  undertaken. 
To  this  end  the  Society  would  like  to  get  in 
touch  with  collectors  or  others  who  have  any 
specimens  in  silver  or  bronze  of  the  1870 
issues,  of  the  souvenir  issues  of  1897  and  1898 
and  also  of  proofs  of  the  gold  issues  of  1915-16.
